LONDON, May 23.—The British 
government will ask Japan to 
evacuate Russian territory with- 
out further delay, it was announced 
by Austen Chamberlain, in the 


House of Commons yesterday. 

Mr. Chamberlain's statement 
came during discussion of the 
Japanese government's promise to 
withdraw. These promises were 
first made during the Washington 
conference. 

The London-Tokio negotiations 
were revealed when J. R. Clynes, 
the British labor leader, asked in- 
formation regarding M. Tchitcher- 
in’s statement at Genoa on May 16, 
warning that any attack on the Far 
Eastern republic by Japan would 
automatically bring about a state 
of war with Russia. 

Mr. Chamberlain also gave out 
the news that the Allies were dis- 
cussing some means for bringing 
pressure to force Germany to try 
and punish the war criminals. 

Replying to Sir F. Hall, Mr. 
Chamberlain said that secret nego- 
tlations were on regarding the 
procedure against 
rules.

and are borrowing new capital to

* Most of the public utility issues 
have been well distributed, and 
the new issues have shown appre- 
ciation in price. A recent issue of 
$40,000,000 Empire Gas and Fuel 
Refunding Convertible 7%s, due 
1937, was quickly sold at 98%, to 
yield over 7.65. Two important 
older issues have shown sub- 
stantial increases. Hudson-Man- 
hattan 6s of 1957 rose from 69 on 
Jan. 3, 1921, to 83%, today’s quota- 
tion, while Detroit Edison 5s, due 
1940, have shown a 16-point rise 
during the past year. In spite of 
these advances there are numerous 
bargains in the public utility mar- 
ket, and as the corporations build 
up their depleted surplus accounts 
through earnings and place their 
stocks on a dividend basis, the 
holders of the bonds should see a 
steady appreciation in their se- 
curity values.”

Overeating is not one of the chief 
causes of overweight: it is the chief 
cause, so when you reduce one con- 
dition, you reduce the other. So 
far as hardening of the arteries is 
concerned, of course, if it has gone 
on to the extent where there is 
much tissue change, it may not be 
much affected, but at any rate, you 
will be markedly improved.
